The Philadelphia Ledger is not a

“ If wool is to be taxed to the in­ 


jury of the whole 70,000,000 of our 
people, hides should be similarly 
taxed; but neither should be taxed 
as the ways and means committee 
has 
declared wool shall be taxed 
and as the western senators demand 
hides shall be taxed. 
The needed 
revenue, and it is 
revenue which 
is most 
essential, can be had from 
duties on tea and coffee so slight as 
not to be felt by consumers, 
or it 
can be secured from higher taxes on 
whisky, beer, wines 
and tobacco. 
The getting of revenue from those 
things would not injure or destroy 
our export trade; it would not throw 
workingmen 
out 
of 
employment, 
and it would not add 25 per cent to 
the cost of such necessaries as cloth­ 
ing, shoes, bedding, furnishings and 
carpets; it would not bear hardly 
upon the great body of poor con­ 
sumers. 
It would deprive none of 
work and wages.” 
The Ledger’s argument cannot be 
refuted.
